A plan for a subway between Fourth 
street and Grand avenue is being con- 
sidered favorably by the Kiel adminis- 
‘tration, it was learned today by @ Post- 
Dispatch reporter. It is contingent upon 


' the construction of the Central Park- 


way, between Twelfth street and Grand 
‘avenue, and if carried out, would have 
to be constructed from funds obtained 
from a bond issue voted by the people 
as a lien against the subway. 

If the Central Park plan goes through 
it is said, the administration then will 
proceed with definite engineering de- 
talls and arrive at an estimated cost of 
the subway. 

This is the first step to be ooneidered 
for an ultimate comprehensive subway 
running beyond these limits, and the de- 
tails have not yet been taken up as tu 


method of operation and its relation to 
the present surface lines regarding 
transfers and joint operation. 


Would Run Under Parkway. 

The rohte of the proposed subway is 
‘rom Grand avenue, running through 
the center of the. Central Parkway to 
Twelfth street, thence curving slightly 
io Eleventh and Chestnut streets, east 
under Chestnut to Fourth street, north 
under Fourth to St. Charles, west under 
St. Charles to Twelfth street and soutt. 
under Twelfth to the parkway route. 
The route through the parkway, from 
Grand avenue to Twelfth street, would 
ben an open depression, possibly 12 or 14 
feet deep, or at most just enough to give 
sufficient clearance at all north-south in- 
tersecting streets. At these street in- 
tersections, concrete viaducts, the width 
of the street, would span the subway de- 
pression. The depression would be only 
wide enough for a double track, except 
at’ points every four blocks, where sta- 
tions would be constructed. 

On the west side of Twelfth street the 
cars would enter ah underground tun- 
nel, the proposed route of which 
would form a downtown loop, so that 
the tunnel would only have to be wide 
enough for a single track. 

The tunnel, curving’ slightly toward 
would 
make it necessary for the city to pur- 
chase a right of way under the half 
block on the east side of Twelfth 
gatreet, between Chestnut and Market 
streets. On all other downtown streets 
the city has an easement as far under 
surface as needed. The city also would 
own the Central Parkway property, 60 
that it would not be necessary to take 
any condemnation proceedings, except 
the one at Tweltfh street. 

Would Cross Tunnel. 

The only engineering difficulty that 
‘would be encountered would be the 
crossing of the Eighth street tunnel 
now used by the Terminal Association 
for trains running between Eads Bridge 
and the Mill Creek Valley. This tunnel, 
starting at Eads Bridge, runs west on 


{Washington avenue to Highth street, and 


south under Eighth street to Spruce 
street. It would be necessary for the 


- @owntown subway loop to be construct- 


ed either above or below the railway 
tunnel. 

The plan contemplates downtown sub- 
way stations at Twelfth street and th 
parkway, possibly at Seventh or Eighth 
gtreets, on Chestnut, at Fourth and 
Chestnut, Fourth and ~.. Charles, at 
Seventh or Highth street on St. Charlies 
and at Twelfth and St. Charles. The 
stations along the parkway would be 
four blocks apart, except’ between 
Twelfth and BHighteenth streets, where 
they probably would be three blocks 
apart. This would make two blocks the 
greatest walking distance to a subway 
station. 

There has been some talk of having 
an entrance to the subway depression 
for north-south bound cars at Highteenth 
street. At Grand avenue the cars, run- 
ning through the open parkway depres- 
sion, would come to the surface grade. 
Through Center of Parkway. 

The present idea is for the open de- 
preasion to be dug through the center 
of the parkway, creating it at the least 
possible expense and affording better 
ventilation facilities than would be had 


“under ground. 


Although no estimates have been mads« 


_ by officials of the subway cost, it has 


been roughly guessed that such a sub- 
way could be constructed for about $2,- 
000,000. Engineers, estimating the mini- 
mum cost of an underground subway be- 
tween Fourth street and the western 
city limits for a private undertakins, 
\fixed it at $14,000,000. 

Mayor Kiel, when asked about the ad- 
ministration’s plan for a subway, said 
the administration had not decided to 
construct a subway on the parkway or 
any other place, that the question was 
not before the administration and that 
he didn’t care to discuss it. From ap

GRAVOIS BANK ROBBER 
GETS 15-YEAR SENTENCE 


Clayten Judge Fixes Penalty 
After Prosecutor Objected 


to Lesser ‘Term. 

George W. Finch, 4 years old, of 3028 
Washington avenue, whose daring rob- 
bery of the Gravois Bank was frustrat- 
‘ed by Constable Bobring Nov. 13, was 
sentenced to 15 years in the penitentiary 
by Circuit Judge McElhinney at Clayton 
today. 

Finch pleaded gujlty three days ago 
and his case had been under advise- 
ment because Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly had refused to consider a lesser 
sentence than 15 years. At that time 


“ndge McElhinney thought 15 years vir- 
lly would be a life sentence for a man 
| Finch’s age and health. 

The Judge, however, decided upon a 
lh-year sentence because four lives were 
endangered by Finch’s bold exploit. He 
said a St. Louis County jury once gave 
a bank robber .20 years for an offense 
not so grave as Finch’s. 

Finch entered the Gravois Bank, 
Gravois and Seibert avenues, about 4 p. 
m. and toek $1600 cash after locking the 
cashier, J. H. Rehme, and two other 
bank attaches in the vault. A postman, 
witnessing the robbery from the side- 
walk, summoned Constable Bobring, who 
entered the bank and overpowered the 
robber when the latter was leading him 
to the vault at point of his revolver.

He was born in Dublin in 1839, 

Sir John Crichton succeeded his 
father, the third Earl of Erne, to the 
tile in 1885. He was a member of Parlia- 
ment from the Enniskillen district from 
1868 to 1880. From :1876 to 1880 he was 
Lord of the Treasury and during that 
period and up to 1885 he was the Con- 
servative whip. 

From 1880 to 188 he was a member 
of Parliament from Fermanagh. His 
heir, who will become the fifth Eayl 
of Erne, is Viscount Crichton. He has 
three other sons and two daughters.

NEW YORK,“Dec. 38.—David Lamar 
was today found guilty of impersonat- 
ing Representative A. Mitchell Palmer 
of Pennsylvania for the purpose of de- 
frauding J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
United States Steel Corporation. He 


was sentenced immediately to serve 
two years in the ney Penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga. 

The jury deliberated nie 45 minutes. 
Lamar was convicted on two counts of 
the second of the three indictments 
against him. His counsel announced that 
an appeal would b-~ taken to the United 
States Supreme Court on writs of error. 

Lamar was admitted to $7 ),000 

Conspiracy Was « .leged. 

Lamar, nicknamed by brokers ‘“‘the 
Wolf of Wall Street,’’ was charged with 
conspiracy with hi: friend, Edward 
Lauterbach, a lawyer, to obtain money 
from the Steel Corporation and the Mor- 
gan firm by representing themselves as 
the agents of Speaker Clark and other 
men high up in Congress. 

To further this conspiracy, it was 
charged, Lamar telephoned Lewis Cass 
Ledyard and others, in February, 1913, 
represented himself over the telephone 
to be Representative Palmer of Penn- 


sylvania, and sought to have Ledyard 


obtain employment for Lauterbach with 
the Morgan firm or the Steel Corpora- 
tion. Before Ledyard found he had 
been talking with an impostor he had 
seen Lauterbach, and Lauterbach, Led- 
yard said, had demanded money for his 
services. 
An indictment charging Lauterbach 
with conspiracy will be pressed at an 
early date, District Attorney Marshall 
said. 
The Government based its case almost 
entirely upon the testimony of Ledyard. 
Lamar Offered No Defense. 
Lamar’s counsel surprised the Court 
yesterday by announcing that they 
would interpose no defense. Nenry E. 
Davis, chief counsel, in summing up, 
made the only contentions in Lamar’s 
favor. He admitted that Lamar repre- 
sented himself to be Representative 
Palmer, “but insisted that Lamar broke 
no law but merely used Palmer’s name 
to assure himself a hearing; that La- 
mar’s conversations with Ledyard had 
no reference to congressional business, 
thus putting the case outside the pale of 
the statute which the defendant was ac- 
cused of having violated in representing 
himself as “an officer of the United 
States,” and acting as such.

“To lie in that unending chain of 
trenches which’ stretches across 
Northern France for hundreds of 
miles, like a long, gray snake—that 
is not waging a successful campaign. 
That is not even waging war, as l 
conceive war to be, For an army 
of defense? Perhaps, yes; though, 
under certain circumstances, it might 
be a mistake for an army of defense 
so to dispose itself. For an army of 
invasion? Well, events—the future— 
will justify my belief. Of that I am 
as sure as I am sure.that [I am 
alive: 

‘Dropping bombs on cities, whether 
those cities be defended or unde- 
fended, is not waging war. It is a 
costly, spectacular byplay, which 
counts for naught in the final result 
and really:-does not count in the de- 
tail of momentary advantage. 

“Paris might be captured, and still 
the war would go on. England 
might be’ invaded—though ,I believe 
the enemy has not yet worked out 
complete plans for that undertaking 
—and still the war would go on. Ger- 
many might take and keep the other 
side of the Channel, as she has al- 
ready taken Antwerp, and still the 
war would go on. Belgium mignt 
be made a captive province for the 
time being, and still the war would 
go on. 

“This war: is going on until Ger- 
many has been defeated. There is 
no other possible contingency.” 
‘Lord Kitchener,”’ 1 said, “in your 

opinion how long will this war last?” 
Three Years More of War. 

‘‘Not less than three years,’’ he said. 
“It will end only when Germany is 
thoroughly defeated, not before—de- 
feated on land and on sea. That the 
Allies will win is certain. That for 
us to win will require a- minimum 
period of three years I think prob- 
able. It might last longer—this war 
might. It might end sooner. It can 
end in only one way. 

‘‘That it will end in a month from 
now, or six months or a year, I do 
not think likely; so, to be on the 
safe side, I say three years—at least 
three years. 

“If Germany gives up sooner, 480 
' much the better for Germany and for 
us and for all the world. If three 
years afe required for the undertak- 
ing, or more than three years, the 
world will find that we, for our part, 
are prepared to go on, and ready to 
go on, and determined to go on, and 
certain to go on. In any event this 
war can have, but one outcome— 
one ultimate conclusion.

Nearly 100,000 Accounts Due 
and Collector’s Office Can’t 
Handle All by Dec. 31. 


Tardy payment of tax bills came near 
giving the city a depleted treasury to 
begin the present month. Tie cash bal- 
ance was reduced to $180,000, the lowest 
ii has been in the memory of present 
city officials. 

The payment yesterday of $1,076,243, 
mainly by banks and trust companies of 
the city, at the urging of Collector 
Koeln, Will enable the city to disburse 
its first semi-monthly payroll Dec. 46, 
But for these taxes and those promised 
by Dec. 15 by the steam and electric 
railroads, the city might be forced to 
borrow money at high rates of interest 
for a few weeks. 

The delay in collecting the tax levy 
this year, approximating $16,000,000 for 
the city, the State and the School Board, 
is 4ue to the removal of a premium of- 
fered under the old charter for those 
who paid before Dec. 31 each year. 

Collector Issues Warning. 

Collector Koeln issued a warning yes- 
terday that it would be a physical im- 
possibility for his force to receive pay- 
ment of all taxes due between today and 
Dec. 31. There are about 100,000 tax bills 
unpaid, and 35,000 taxpayers is the great- 
est number the office ever has handled 
in a single month, It was only by work- 
ing overtime every day and keeping a 
line of more than 1000 waiting at the 
cashier's window the greater part of 
each day, that this number was taken 
caré of in September of each year, the 
rush period in the past. 

The penalty of « per cent interest each 
month cannot be remitted in the case of 
taxpayers who apply at the cit, hall 
and attempt in vain to pay their tax 
bills, Koeln says. The law requires an 
accounting for the penalty on every Dill 
collected after Dec. 31, and it is no ex- | 
cuse for delinquents to say they could 
not reach the window because of con- 
gestion, 

U. BR. to Pay $440,000, 

Koeln has advised the large taxpay- 
ers and corporations to come in early 
and most of them have arranged to pay 
by the middle of the month. The Unit- 
ed Railways Co. will pay 0,000 Dec. 
6 and the steam railroads are expect- 
ed to pay their bille on Dec. 14. 

The November payroll of the city was 
$750,000, due Dec. 1. Under a recent ordi- 
nance, the city will commence seml- 
monthly payment of wages on Dec. M, 
which will mean the distribution ‘of 
about $375,000 among city employes on 
the eve of the holidays.

IKE the fall of Antwerp, the 

e evacuation of Belgrade marks 

the exhaustion of a little na- 

- tion after a long and desperate 
struggle against a gigantic foe. 
If Servia is not yet at the knees of 
her enemy she ig plainly giving way 
under the violence of blows that can 
no longer be parried. Of itself the 
capture of Belgrade means’ little in 
a military sense, incompparably less 
than the taking of Antwerp. Yet it 
serves to confirm the private infor- 
mation which has reached America 
recently. : 

Before the Balkan wars, Servia 

was a State about the size of New 
Hampshire and Vermont combined 
and had a population of 3,000,000, that 
is, less than Massachusetts. Monte- 
negro, its neighbor, also peopled by 
Serbs, then contained perhaps 20,- 
000 people. At the close of the sec- 
ond Balkan War the new. Servia 
had nearly doubled its area and had 
now a population of 4,600,000. Bit of 
these only a small portion were 
Serbs. 
“ ‘When Austria declared war in July 
it is doubtful if there were more 
than 3,000,000 Serbs in King Peter's 
kingdom; that is, approximately the 
population of the American colonies 
at the outset of the Revolution. 
Against them waa ‘“‘awfully arrayed” 
the Hapsburg Empire with a popula- 
tion of at least 52,000,000. 

Yet in the opening days of the con-. 
flict Servia was the first of the al- 
Hies to win a great victory. At the 
Jedar, in the third week in August, 
four Austrian army corps were 
routed, sent home across the Drina. 
The splendid achievement of the 
Serbs against the Turks at Kuma- 
nova, against the Bulgar at the Bre- 
galioliza waa repeated against the 
Austrian oppressor. 

In the weeks that followed Servian 
and Montenegrin troops flowed over 
into Bosnia, approached Serajevo, 
the bombardment of Belgrade was in- 
terrupted by the capture of Semlin 
by the trodps of King Peter. Along 
the Adriatic the artillery of the al- 
lied fleet awakened echoes under 
the Black Mountain, and it seemed 
certain that, Cattaro taken, the Serbs 
would at last acquire their ‘‘win- 
dow on the sea.’’ All through, South- 
ern Slavdom, too, there was evident 
the stirring of sympathy with the 
victors of the Jedar. 

But, September come and gone, it 
was plain that Austrian plans had 
undergone a complete change, due, it 
was said, to German suggestion. Po- 
litical, not military, considerations 
patently demanded that  Servia 
should be beaten'down. If Servia 
were crushed Bulgaria might be en- 
listed on the German side by the 
proffer of the Macedonian saujaks 
taken from Turkey in the Balkan 
War, assigned to Bulgaria by the 
Bulgar-Servian antebellum agree- 
ment and lost by Bulgaria in the sec- 
ond war. Monastir, Ochrida, even 
Uskup, might be turned over to Fer- 
dinand as the price of . Bulgarian 

support and the Bulgaria of San Ste- 
fano created at last. 
Bessarabia Mournea. 

Turkey having joined the Kaiser, 
if Bulgaria could be bought and 
Servia crushed, the road would lie 
open from Berlin to Constantinople, 
to Asia Minor, From the North Sea 
to the Golden Horn and the Persian 
Gulf the Kaiser and his allies would 
then dominate Central Europe and 
Western Asia. Rumania, hesitating. 
eager to “redeem’’ Rumanian mil- 
lions in Austria, would be kept in 
line, forced to remain neutral at the 
least, possibly later enlisted by the 
prospect of a pourboiric in the shape 
of Bessarabia, taken by Russia after 
the Russo-Turkish war, and mourned 
always in Bucharest. 

On the other hand, victorious Serv- 
jan advances in Bosnia, certain to be 
attended by rising of the’ Bosnia 
Serbs, the ultimate loss of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, the capture by the 
Serbs of the railway that leads from 
the Save to the Adriatic and touches 
the sea at the entrance of the Gulf 
of Cattaro, where the allied fleet 
was already stationed, would mean | 
an ultimate invasion of Hungary, 
a thrust from the south toward Buda- 
pest, timed perhaps to synchronize 
with a Russian raid across the Car- 
pathians.

“down Servian resistance, crushing 
her way through the frontier dis- 
tricts on the Servian side of the 
Drina.

Once this line was reached Bel- 

grade was indefensible. Its garri- 

son was compelled to retreat to es- 
cape capture, and as it fell back it 
opened the highway of conquest, the 

’ Morava Valley, along which the Os- 
Manli Sultan’s armies advanced until 
their banners stood before the walls 
of Vienna. Down this valley, too, in 
later centuries, the Turk has slowly 
retired, until now his Slav enemies 
have in.turn reached the Chatalja 
lines in their advance. | 

Today not more than 150 miles 
separate the Austrians from the Bul- 
garian frontier. Nish, the tempor- 
ary Serb capital, is on their road. 
If they can ‘continue their advance 
for a few weeks more. they. will 
have opened the road to Stamboul. 
In addition, they will have to cut 
through the heart of Servia, for the 
Morava Valley is the granary and 
the fairest portion of Serb territory. 

After four months of fighting it can 
no longer be doubted that Servian 
resources in artillery, in ammunition, 
are practically exhausted: As for 
soldiers, even in the Turkish war 
. the Servian women stood in the firing 
line. Old men and children marched 
to the ‘call in the second Balkan . 
War. Such Serbs as are left will 
fight, are fighting, but their number 
lessens daily and each conflict makes 
gaps which cannot be filled, for the 
last line has long been in the field. 

. Not defeat, but destruction, now 
threatens the Serb nation. They have 
ventured to challenge the Austrian 
Empire. In Belgrade they have 
openly planned that greater Servia 
to be erected on the rujns of Aus- 
tria’'s Adriatic provinces. Europe is 
at war because Austria saw in that 
challenge the peril of disintegration. 
Now when at last her armies have 
come at the Servian, her very neces- 
sities demand that she crush Servia, 
so that for many years to come there 
will be peace along. her southern 
frontiers. Servia has no Louvain, no 
Malines, no Dinant. Long centuries 
of Turkish rule have destroyed even 
the surviving monuments of Rome 
and the Byzantine Empire. But her 
fields, her villages, her farms, these 
are now at the mercy of the invader. 

Five centuries ago there was a Ser- 
vian empire which extended from the 

, Danube to the Aegean, from the Ad- 
riatic to the Black Sea;> On the’ field 
_ot Korsovo it went down before the 
“Osmanli Turks. Only in the fast- 
nesses of the Black Mountains did 
the Serbs keep a shadow of inde- 
pendence, for the rest of Servia suf- 
fered four centuries of slavery—of 
suftering. 

Belgium and Servia Lost. 

Yet, in al] this time, Servians kept 
alive the memory of greater days, 
dreamed and dared with the confi- 
dent hope that in the future the em- 
pire of Dushan would be restored. 
In song and legend, of which the 
race has innumerable treasures, the 
day of Servian deliverance was told. 

Unless England, Russia, France, 
can now intérvene powerfully, it 
seems inevitable that the Serbs will 
again go down if defeat. As they 
have fought gallantly, as they have 
paid to the uttermost«the price pa- 
triotism demands, thé world will not 
deny them sympathy, admiration. 
So far Paris, London, Petrograd are 
safe, bu¢ in some small degree Brus- 
sels and Belgrade have paid the 
price. France seems saved, but Bel- 
gium and Servia lost. ?

Von  Bethmann-Hollweg De- 
clares London Could Have 
Swayed -Russian Government. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 8.—A mo- 
mentous war session of the Reichstag 
was held yesterday and was marked by 
the unanimity of feeling that prevailed 
among the members in regard to prose- 
cuting the war to the end. A new war 
credit of 5,000,000,000 marks ($1,260,000,000) 
was voted with only one dissenting vote, 
that of Herr Liecknecht,. Socialist, and 
notable speeches were made by the Im- 
perial Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann 
Hollweg, and Johannes Kaempf, the 
Speaker. After the credit was voted the 
Reichstag adjourned to March 2. 

Almost all the members were present 
when the body was called to order and 
at least a tenth of them wore the gray 
field uniform. The benches allotted to 
members of the Bundesrath and all the 
galleries were crowded. On the seat of 
Dr. Ludwig Frank, the Social Democrat, 
who fell as a volunteer in his first fight, 
a large laurel wreath reposed. 

69 Members Serve in Army. 

Speaker Kaempf, in the opeaing 
speech, announced that 69 members of 
the Reichstag were performing active 
service. Over 2,000,000 men, he said, had 
offered their services as volunteers, but 
only a small part of this number had 
thus far been called to the colors. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg. the Chan- 
cellor, spoke slowly, reading his pre- 
pared speech with careful emphasis. He 
said: 

“Tt is evident to us who is responst- 
ble for this greatest of all wars. Ths 
apparent responsibility falls ,on those 
in Russia who ordered and executed the 
mobilization of the Russian army; the 
real responsibility fails on the British 
Guvernment. The Cabinet at London 
could have made the war impossible if 
it had declared at St. Petersburg’ that 
England would not allow a continental 
war to develop from the Austro-Ser- 
vian conflict. 

“England was aware of the bellicose 
machinations on the part of an irrespon- 
sible, but powerful, group about the 
Russian Emperor. England saw how 
the wheel was rolling, but placed no 


‘obstacle in its path. Despite all assur- 


ances of peace, London informed St. Pe- 
tersburg that England was on the side 
of France, and consequently on the side 
of Russia. 

“The Cabinet at London allowed a 
monstrous world war, hoping with th2 
help of the Entente, to destroy the vi- 
tality of its greatest European competi- 
tor in the markets of the world. 

“Therefore England and Russia have 


, before God and man the responsibilit 


for. the catastrdophe which fell upon 
Europe. 

“England’s pretended defense of Bel- 
gium’s neutrality was nothing but a 
pretext. We notified Belgium that the 
necessities of self-defense would com- 
pel us to march through Belgium on 
the evening of Aug. 2, but already on 
the afternoon of Saturday (Aug. 1), be- 
fore anything of any demarche at Brus- | 
sels could have been known to London, 
the British Government had promised 
France unconditional assistance in case 
the German fleet should attack the 
French coast. 

“Nothing was said about Belgian neu- 
trality. How car England contend that 
she drew the sword because we violated 
Belgian neutrality?” 


Britain Not to Delay U. S. 
Ships “Unduly’”’ for Search 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British Ambassador, de- 
livered to the State Department today, 
a note giving assurances that Great 
Britain does not intend to delay Ameri- 
can ships unduly in searching them for 
contraband. 

Sir Cecil told Secretary Bryan and 
Counsellor Lansing that meats, cotton 
and other non-contraband products, 
light in weight, were often shipped in 


‘| vessels which require heavier and con- 


traband articles such as copper or metals 
for ballast. The latter, usually being 
stored in the holds, necessarily pro- 
longed the search. 

While conceding the right of- search 
as a natural privilege of a belligerent. in 
time of war, the United States had 
stated emphatically that examinations 
of American vessels should be conducted 
expeditiously. The British Ambassador 
pointed out that every effort would be 
made to prevent undue delay. 

American shippers whose perishable 
cargoes have been damaged have re- 
course in claims which would be sup- 
ported by the United States if. undue 
delays in searches were proved. The 


British Ambassador pointed out that En- 


gland already had paid for detained 
cargoes. 


Germany Urges Vatican to 
Accept Envoy From Turkey

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Approval has 
been given by President Wilson to the 
movement to have the Geneva Conven- 
tion, under which Red Cross societies 
operate, extended so as to provide for 
attention to horses in war. Word of 
the President’s action was cabled to the 
Horses on the Battlefield Purple Cross 
Service, a new Organization, which has 
been formed in the war zone, 

Senator Walsh of Montana and the 
Rev. Ernest Smith of this city brought 
the movement to Mr. Wilson’s attention. 
They told him injured horses were 
allowed to lie on the battlefields of Eu- 
rope without care and that there was 
great need for veterinary ambulance 
corps to treat those slightly hurt and 
end the sufferings of animals beyond 
recovery. The proposed extension of 
the convention will be discussed at a 
meeting to be held in Geneva this month.

BRUSSELS, via The Hague and Lon- 
don, Dec. 3.—Dr. Solf, the German Co- 
lonial Secretary, had a narrow escape 
a few days ago. When automobiling 
along the front near Dixmude he came 
under the fire of the English entrench- 
ments which were only #0,yards from 
the highway. Bullets whizzed around 
his automobile and shrapnel exploded 
nearby. 

In the midst of the excitement a tire, 
which had been penetrated by bullets, 
burst. The chauffeur dismounted, in- 
tending to make repairs, but it was evi- 
dent that the English guns had found 
the range and the Secretary hurried on 
te Dixmude in the crippled machine. 
There he lodged in one of the few in- 
habitable ruined houses until repairs 
could be made. 
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$6000 Cash in Booty Taken -

TOKIO, Dec. 3—A list of the war 
booty captured by Japan at Tsingtau, 
the German stronghold in China, was 
made public by army headquarters to- 
day. It includes 2500 rifles, 100 machine 
guns, 30 field guns, all needing fepair: 
a small amount of ammunition, $6000 in 
cash, 15,000 tons of coal, @ automobiles 
and provisions sufficient to feed _ ON 
persons for three months.

Ambassador Gerard Cables That 
Food May Be Dispatched by 
_ Way of Dutch Ports. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.~—The Committee 
of Mercy today made public the follow- 
ing cablegram from James W. Gerard, 
American Ambassador at Berlin, which 
was.forwarded here by the State De- 
partment at Washington: 

“The German government is entirely 
in sympathy with laudable work of the 
American Commission for Belgian re- 
lief. 

“The naval forces cannot lawfully 
seize food on neutral ships bound for 
neutral ports. Germany will not inter- 
fere with unneutral ships bound for 
Holland with food from us, even if food 
is destined for Belgium. Subject to 
revocation, the German government 
agrées to permit unneutral ships to 
carry food for Belgium, via Dutch 
ports, and will guarantee that the food 
is utilized for the purpose intended. 

“The German government recom- 
mends, however, a8 a precaution, such 
unneutral ships shall be furnished with 
& certificate from competent American 
authorities, testifying that the food car- 
ried via Dutch ports is intended for the 
relief of the Belgians, and, further, that 
the unneutral ships shall be provided 
with a pass issued by the German Em- 
bassy in Washington, authenticating fhe 
certificate issued by the American gOv- 
ernment.’’ 

This official assurance, {t was said 
by the Committee of Mercy, set at rest 
numerous rumors that American food- 
stuffs shipped into Belgium to bé used 
in feeding the starving refugees might 
be seized by the German military au- 
thorities for the commissary depart- 
ment of their troops.

The 
exhibit, which opened ‘with a reception 
last night and to which the public will 
ve admitted from 10 to 5 o’clock each day 
for two weeks, is calculated to impress 
upon the beholder that human disorders 
have venerable sanction, whatever other 
justification they may-lack. 

Books are there, written 300 or 400 
years ago, which disclose that doctors 
existed then as now, and that their 
skill was challenged by a satisfactory 
assortment of ills with Latin names that 
flesh was heir to, even at that early 
period. 

Hit and Miss Results. 

In these books the early doctors set 
down what they thought was the matter 
with the sick public, what caused it and 
what would come nearest to curing it. 
Sometimes they hit the condition, cause 
and cure nicely and the doctors who 
came after them treated like ailments 
with like remedies. Sometimes they 
missed it a mile, treating the patient for 
a different distemper than was his, 
which had at least the merit of putting 
a speedy end to his sufferings. 

In such cases the doctor who wrote a 
book, having long since gone hence as 
he sent his patients hence and having 
had opportunity to appraise his mistakes 
from the number of the departed; may 
have wished to return and destroy his 
writings, but that could not be, and 
there they are, in glass cases at the

to view with a certain detached and uh- 
discriminating reverence:

DERNBURG SAYS 


Former German Official De- 
clares. America Must - Have 
Voice in Settlement. | 


By Assoctated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Hope for speedy 


peace between the warring poWers of 
Europe and belief that the United States 


would play an important part in the wilti- 
maté séttlement were expresséd last 
night by Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, forfher 
German Secretary of Btate for the col- 
onies, in. an address at a dinner of the 
Economic Club of New York, at which 
he was guest of honor. He alluded to 
the war as “stupid, unnecessary ahd tn- 
called for,’’ and explained the reasons 
for his coming to this country at its 
outbreak. 

“We felt,” he said, “that the ¢able of 
our mutual relations was becdming 
strained; that Germany was contindally 
| misunderstood ; that for every word We 
‘could get, our advorsaries had severty 
or more to represent their side. I hawe 
peen Going my bést to lessen that stress 
and to help prepare a return to a nér- 
tial state of affairs and ideas, so that 
the restimption of bidiness should find 
both counties in the same frietidly and 


the war broke out. 
América to Be a Factor. 

“Sinee there has been a great deal 
of misrméprésentation of the Ameriean 
attitude @éveh in my country, I Welcome 
every word of friendly good will and 
encotiragement. Peace cannot be con- 
cluded without the settlement of @ great 
many questions, the importance 6f which 
is being daily emphasized: We have all 
been of how frail a construction #6-¢aHeli 
ifiternational law is. The common work 
6f all the nations’ toward an interna- 
tional co@e has been frustrated by the 
treaties not having been unanimously 
recognized, so that the United States 
even suffer, under this war, while not 
physically, yet economically nearly as 
much as if they had a share in it. 

“Tt follows that in the peace séttle- 
ment also your country must take a 
voice an@ its infivence in the ultimate 
settlement will be the greater the more 
the United States are considered a good 
and trusted friend of all sides.” 

Representative Augustus P. Gardner of 
Massachusétts spoke at length on what 
he regarded a& the inefficiency of the 
land~and sea defense of the United 
States. If the plans formulated by the 
Navy Board in 1903 had been carftied out, 
he said, the United States would have'4? 
dreadnaughts today. 

“And what have we?’’ he asked. “Four- 
téeén battleships, 10 pretty good battle- 
ships, eight venerable relics and four 
masses of floating scrap iron.” 

“Ships Could Shell Forté.” 

The big ships of Germany and En- 
glarid, he said, could shell the forts pro- 
tepting New York and still be a mile 
and a half outside the range of the 
coast guns. 

One of the most expert officers in the 
army recently told him, the Congress- 
man said, that there was not enough 
ammunition in the United States to sup- 
ply all the guns for one day. Of long 
tangé torpedo tubes, he said, there were 
only 68 in the navy. 

He ¢ontinued: ‘‘We have said to the 
Asiatic nations: ‘We will have none of 
you here,’ but I don't Believe in say- 
ing that sort of thing if we are like 
the toothless dog in the mangér that 
cannot bite after we have barked.”’ 

A misunderstanding had arisen, Gard- 
ner sthted, regarding a conferencé which 
President Wilson wished to have with 
him yesterday. Gardner said he did nnt 
know of the dasired conference in time 
or he would have arranged to attend.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3—That one 
year of war in Europe will add $600,- 
000,000 to the foreign commerce of tie 
United States is the estimate of Ed- 
ward E. Pratt, Chief of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 
Pratt has just completed a study of the 
reports of American Consuls and com- 
mercial representatives abroad, of 
agents of his bureau in this country 
and of the new orders for American 
manufactures and products reported in 
commercial periodicals. 

If-the ratio of increase recorded since 
August, when the war began, is main- 
tained until next August, he estimates 
that new orders placed on the books 
of American firms will total $500,000,000. 

Basis ef the Estimate. 

As specific data upon which to base 
his estimates, Pratt has the report of J. 
Massel, special commercial agent, now 
en route to South America to study the 
machine tool market there and prepare 
a review of the needs of South Ameri- 
can countries, which will be made avail- 
able to American manufacturers. 

In pr®@paration for his trip Massel vis- 
ited virtually every large manufactur- 
ing plant in the United States, and es-/ 
timated that the machine tool manufac- 
turing companies alone have from §$10.- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 in new orders from 
European countries now on their books 
One big plant, he said, has enough work 
ahead of it to keep it in full operation 
tt hours’a day for the next two years. 
Several concerns already are preparing 
to increase their facilities to meet the 
larger demands arising from the war. 


Supplies for the Russians. 
The first country among the belliger- 


ents to seek the American machine tool 
supply was Russia. Almost immediate- 
ly after war was declared orders from 
|Russtan houses were received for lathes 
and machines of all kinds of a simila-: 
nature. That demand has been growiny 
steadily, presumably because of the fact 
that the war had excluded Russia from 
her usual source of supply in Germany. 

England and France now have joined 
in seeking American tools, and it is in- 
dicated that the present supply can not 
meet the demands. Of course, problems 
of delivery still have to be met; but 
the business is of the most valuable 
type since orders are as a rule accom- 
panied by cash. 


More food [ss Shippea. 
In reaching his estimated grand total, 


Pratt took into consideration the enor- 
mous increase in European-bound food 
supplies noted in September and Octo- 
ber. Details of the November foreign 
commerce are not available as yet be- 
yond the estimate that a trade balance 
in favor of the United States of approxi- 
mately $70,(00,000 will be shown. 

Department officials are aware, how- 
ever, that the increase in food ship- 
ments has continued and ‘that manufac- 
tured articles are beginning to move 
across the Atlantic in considerable vol- 
ume.

European war on -business 
throughout: the United States gained 
trom the reports received from more 
than 600 corrspondents, including Gov- 
ernors, Mayors, officials of unions, in- 
dustrial associations and banks and 
building associations, will be made 
known at the fifteenth annual meeting 
of the National Civic Federation, which 
begins here tomorrow. 

The report says that conditions are 
improving and predicts that a further 
advance toward prosperity will be wit- 
nessed during the next few months. 

The report was prepared by John 
Hays Hammond, chairman of the com- 
mittee which handled the investigation. 
It strikes a gloomy note in speaking 
of the unemployed. It states that the 
country will be confronted this winter 
“by a situation which will demand ex- 
traordinary philanthropic efforts." 

“The great savings institutions of New 
York City report that business is now 
altogether normal,”’ the report says. 
“In Philadelphia and even in Pittsburg, 
despite the severity of the depression in 
the fron and steel trade, the deposits of 
the largest savings banks have during 
the last month exceeded withdrawals.”’ 

Certain tines of trade have been stim- 
ulated because of orders placed by for- 
eign nations, but the purchase of sup- 
plies by belligerent nations “satisfies but 
a slight fraction of the American busi- 
ness world,” the report states. 

“The last few weeks,’ says the report, 
“have brought about a litle convales- 
cence even in those industries which

| MR. BARTHOLDT’S ATTACK. 

The faultiess attitude of neutrality enjoined on 
the nation by President Wilson was denounced 
by Congressman Bartholdt at an Irish-German 
mass meeting sald to be attended by 10,000 per- 
sons in Chicago. 

The responsibility for the beginning of the war 
is involved in some uncertainty, but Mr. Bartholdt 
Jeft no doubt as to the man who has the fearful 
responsibility for its continuance. That man is 
‘the “man in the White House,” who has the pow- 
er to end the carnage at will by prohibiting the 
shipment of arms and munitions, stanendsaanis to 
Mr. Bartholdt. — 

Richard Bartholdt was a member of the Ameri- 
can Congress during the Greco-Turkish War, dur- 
ing our own Spanish War, during the South Af- 
rican War, during the Russo-Japanese War, dur- 
ing the war of the Balkan allies. He has also 
been active in the peace movement and in various 


| efforts to perfect national and international codes 


governing the conduct of gwar and defining 
neutrality. 

No one knows better than he that thé President 
of the United States is absolutely without. the 
despotic power over the trade and commerce of 
the United States which he imputes to him. He 
knows that the President has no more authority 
to prohibit the shipments complained of than he 


|| has to prohibit the shipment of Bibles to Fifi Is- 


landers or ice machines to the tropics. Moreover, 


|; he Knows that if any act -on our part consistent 


‘with our duty to ourselves and the portion, of the 
world at peace would put an end to the war, no 
man in America would perform that act more 
gladly than the man in the White House. | 

That the St. Louls Congressman was playing a 
deplorable part in cheap politics and endeavoring 
to create prejudice against the administration 
among those who sympathize with Germany is 
shown by an expression of the mass meeting he 
addressed. It passed a resolution demanding that 
Congress enact a law placing in the President’s 
hands the very power Mr. Bartholdt charged he 
possessed already. 

Supposing that the position of the belligerents 
at sea were reversed and that Germany, fin com- 
mand of ocean-borne commerce, were buying 
goods from our American Krupps as freely as 
other warring nations have been accustomed to 
buy from Hissen for a generation past—would Mr. 
Bartholdt protest? Of course not. He would 
make‘our scrupulous neutrality the subject of im- 
passioned eulogy. | 

The supposition is by no means far-fetched. 
With a few more British battleships sunk by 
mysterious explosions or by submarine attack 
and.a final dash in force from Helgoland, Ger- 
many might gain what the allies now hold, and 
Bartholdt’s unfair accusation might return to 
plague him. 

How great would be his rage if Germany should 
then be denied that free access to our markets 
which he says we should withhold from the allies, 
but which .no obligation of neutrality demands 
that we should withhold. 


There is a sound basis for much of the criti- 
cism of statuary in our parks and squares which 
Thomas ©.

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REASONS FOR THE MINIMUM WAGE. > 


The proportion of men employed in various 
capacities in professional pursuits in the United 
States decreased in 10 years from 65.8 per cent to 
63.1, while the proportion of women increased 
from 84.2 per cent to 36.8 per cent. 

Figures on women wage-workers in all pur- 
suits in New York indicate one reason for the 
change. One-half of all the women workers of 
that State get less than $8 a week and a third 
of them get less than $7. How maintenance at 
present living cost on this wage must necessitate 
a constant struggle to limit outgo and force self- 
denial in things essential to health, can easily be 
appreciated. That in groping for & remedy the 
minimum wage should be hit upon te insure ade- 
quate pay without the wagte of strikes was to be 
expected. | 

While conditions remain as they are in a rep- 
resentative state such as New York, it may be 
presumed that the agitation for a minimum wage 
will continue a vital issue. A percentage of 
the women workers of that State who have ar- 
rived at mature age, after devoting years to the 
mastery of the occupation in which they are en- 
gaged, do not get $10 a week. Highly significant 
is the further statement that half the mature men 
workers do not get $18. The low wages paid 
women tend to fix the scale for men also in pur- 
suits in which the two sexes compete. 

A min'mum wage law for women workers 
means a higher average wage for men workers.

So it is amazing to find any group of college 
men considering for a moment a proposition to 
professionalize college sport by paying shares of 
the gate receipts to the players, and to vulgarize 
it by making it a medium for speculation By pro- 
fessional gainblers. 

Sport for the sport’s sake is the only safe 
rule for the colleges.

CIVIC EXPERT FROM 
AUSTRALIA PRAISES 
PLAN FOR PARKWAY 


[Architect Touring World for Vic- 


torian Government Makes 
Visit to St. Louis. 


J. C. Morrell, architect, who is touring 
the world on an official mission from 
the Government of the province of Vic- 
toria,. Australia, to study city planning, 
was in St. Louis yesterday and inspected 
the plans for the improvement of St. 
Louis, particularly that for the central 
parkway. He praised the parkway as 
the thing most needed for the proper de- 
velopment of the downtown district. 
Morrell had inspected most of the site 
of the parkway before seeing the plans 
in the office of the City Plan Commis- 
sion. To a Post-Dispatch reporter, at 
Hotel Jefferson, shortly afterward, he 
expressed the belief that the parkway 
would increase property values. He said 
it would open a traffic route to relieve 
congestion and would improve public 
health and housing conditions. 

‘“T have discovered in St. Louts some 
things to be avoided in city bufldings,” 
he remarked. “Evidently Sst. Louls 
started on the river front. A city plan 
was lacking, and the growth of suburbs 
which later became part of the city was 
without a central design. You now need | 
radial streets, extending from the cen- 
ter of the city to the northwest and 
southwest. 

Seeking Things to Avoid. 

“The need for a wide area in front of 
a big railway station is a general one. 
For St. Louis, the parkway will supply 
this need. Washington has solved this 
Sasxcothane and the view from its new sta- 
tion, looking toward the Capitol, gives 
a splendid impression.’ 

Morrell said that while there has been 
rapid development in gil fields of in- 
dustry. in Australia during the past 15 
years, and while the Government had 
‘kept itself informed as to developments 
in other countries, the Cabinet thought 
it wise to send an architect abroad to 
find out as much what to avoid as what 
to copy. The Government tg developing 
many towns in irrigated districts, he 
said, and wanted to get the benefit of 
city planning in other countries. 

*It-is the intention of the Government 
to lay out these towns under the best 
conditions possible, having In mind their 
future growth,” the architect said. 
“Each town will have its civic center, 
its broad approach to the railway sta- 
tions and radial roads converging at 
some central part. 

“TI was eager to come to the United 
States, as your country is regarded as 
one of the most progressive, if not the 
most progressive, jn the world. I want 
to get some ideas from the towns that 
are being developed in your irrigation 
districts. Our Government is taking 
1000 tmmigrants a month from the 
United States and England and putting 
them on the frrigated plots of land. Each 
immigrant is given from 10 to 50 acres 
of land, a house to live in, his soil] is 
prepared for the crop, and he is given 
in addition implements and livestock, 
and such other things as he may need. 


the Government unti] he has lived on 
the land for two years. 
Gevernment Lays Out Towns. 

“The Government wishes to see that 
these people have the right sort of towns 
to live in. For that reason !t is laying 
out the towns, determining the types of 
houses to be constructed, the number of 
houses to the acre, and providing for 
proper sanitary measures. 

‘We are also trying to bring about the 
greatest possible development of our 
tradesmen so that they will be more ef- 
ficient, will be able to earn more money, 
and live under better conditions, The 
Government is doing these things to 
keep its people in a progressive state 


‘Jof mind. 


“The Government, wishing te pursue 
these ideas, thought that I would be 
able to get information in Great Britain 
and the United States that would be of 
great value to us. Some English cities 
are now being replanned by experts. 

“The disadvantages of a city generally 
are not recognized by the people who | 
live in it. They become accustomed to | 
them. But they afe apparent at a glance 
to a stranger. _ And, of course, I am 
studying these disadvantages with as 
much interest as I am the advantageous 
features Of your American dities.” 
Morrell left yesterday afternoon for 
Kansas City, where he will study the 
parkway and boulevard system. He said 
he had found the United States a very 
interesting country, but that the cost of 
living here was at least 25 per cent high- 
er than in Australia. Amertean hotel 
rates are twice as high, for the same 
service, as those in Australia. He said 
there has been great prosperity in Aus- 
tralia for the past five or six years, and 
that industries of all kinds were being 
rapidly developed. The Province of Vic- 
toria, which he represents, is the most 
thickly populated province tn Australia, 
and has a population of 1,750,000.

What Judge Lamm Said. 
Judge Lamm, in writing an opinion 
concurring with Judge Graves, said, 
among other things: 

“We take judicial notice of facts of 
nature. Hence, we know that haltering

His neck might be on one line, but his 
hind legs and heels might be on another, 
a divergent one. True, the mental! con- 
cept relating to shying, or spreading, 
would naturally originate in the mule’s 
head. But it must be allowed as a sound 
psychological proposition that haltering 
his head, or neck, @an in no wise con- 
trol the mule’s thoughts or control the 
hinder parts affected by those thoughts. 
‘So much, I think, is clear and is due 
to be said of the Missouri mule, whose 
bones, in attestation of his activity and 
worth, lie bleaching from to Bpion 
Kop, from San Juan to sl (pro- 
rounced, a scholar tells me, as it is 
spelled). It results that the casual con- 
nection between the negligence in hand 
and the injury is broken and recovery 
cannot go on the neck-and-neck theory. 
This because it is plain, under the dis- 
tances disclosed by the evidence, 

the mule’s hind legs could reach 
buggy wheel, in spite of a neck-an® 
neck attachment. 

‘‘(b) The next question is a bit elusive, 
but seems lodged in the case. It runs 
thus: There being no evidence tending 
to show the mule was ‘wild and un- 
ruly,’ as charged, is such a mule per se 
a nuisance, a vicious animal? Has he a 
heart devoid of social duty and fatally 
bent on mischief, when led ‘by a halter 
on the street of a town, and must his 
owner answer for his acts on that 
theory? 

“Attend to that view of it: | 

“(1) There are sporadic instances of 
mules behaving badly. That one that 
Absalom rode and ‘went from under’ 
him at a crisis in his fate, for instance. 
So it has been intimated in fireside pre- 
cepts that the mule is unexpected, 
his heel action, and has other faults. 

“In Spanish folklore it is said: ‘He 
who wants a mule without fault must 
walk.’ So, at the French chimney .cor- 
ner the adage runs: “The mule long 
keeps a kick in reserve for his mas- 
ter.” ‘The mule don’t kick according to 
no rule,’ saith the American negro. His 
voice has been a matter of derision and 
there be those who put their tongue 
in thelr cheek when speaking of it. 

“Witness the German proverb, Mules 
make a great fuss about their ances- 
tors having been asses.’ And so on, 
and so on, but none of these things are 
factors in the instant case, for here 
there was no kicking, and no braying 
standing in the relation of causa caus- 
ans to the injury to the wheel. 

‘Moreover, the rule of logic ts that In- 
duction which proceeds by merely citing 
instances is a childish affair, and, being 
without any certain principle of infer- 
ence, it may be overthrown by contrary 
instances. | 

“Accordingly, the faithfulness, the du- 
pendableness, 
endurance, the strength and the good 
sense of the mule, all matters of com- 
mon knowledge, may be allowed. to stand 
over against his faults and create eithe- 
an equilibrium or a preponderance in the 
acale in his favor.
